SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Captain Lust/Teenage Sex Programme No. 780/Teenage 
Sex Programme No. 787/Untitled/Untitled/Untitled, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. This activity falls under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. This is a deeming provision and is therefore 
inconsistent with and overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 1 . 

The video recording contains six components. Throughout the recording the theme of 
young persons engaged in sex is intended to evoke sexual arousal. Two segments, 
Teacher's Tricks and Sailor and Babysitter, within two of the components present 
realistic images of young persons as sexual stimulus. The theme of young persons as 
sexual stimulus is strengthened by the titles Teenage Sex Programme No. 780 and 
787, and the subtitles such as Teacher's Tricks, Sailor and Babysitter, Girl's Home 
Humper. This is considered to be exploitative of young persons because the viewer is 
encouraged to be sexually aroused by young persons.
